'DIHECTOKS' ANNUAL HEPOKT. 


Gentlemen, 
The short time that has 


elapsed since the opening of our new rooms, 
makes it unnecessary for the Directors to add 
much to the statement of the affairs of the 
Association made by them upon that occasion 
The business of the Library and BCews Koorn 
so long interrupted by the fire, and tBe re 
rnoval, has nuw for a month, or more been 
conducted with satisfactory regularity; and 
our Librarian deserves much commendation 
for the successful results of his efforts to bring 
into orjlur what at one time seemed almost 
hopeless chaos :his report shows the gratify ing 
fact, that in spite of our long enforced suspen- 
sion of delivery of the Books,ourlist of subscrib- 
ers has increased largely. 
The truth is, that 


by our change of doiniuil we have already in- 
creased the number of our friends,and we are 
very sure,that if carefully managed.thd Library 
will soon become one of the favorite institu- 
tions of Bangor. and will be considered by 
our men of wealth a worthy object for their 
gifts. Thatthis has already begun to be the 
case, is shown by thejiberat response of our 
citizens to our requestfor a sufficient subscrip- 
tion to enable ns to payoff the debts of the 
Association. 
On the paper started for that 


purpose last summer, about, fifteen hundred 
dollars had been subscribed at the date of our 
removal; at that time the matter was" taken 
iu charge by Gen. Hersey, Mr. Hanson, and 
Mr. Ayer, whose labors have been so success- 
ful, that, as the report of the Treasurer shows 
we have been able tb clear the Association of 
all iucumbrauces, and leave «a handsome 
amount in his hands for the use of our suc- 
cessors. The above named gentlemen merit 
llie hearty thanks of the Society fur their well 
timed, voluntary efforts in our aid. 


The prospect now is, that, if the present 


system is continued in the conduct uf our af- i 
fairs, The receipts will fur the future he at I 
lerbt equal tu the necessary expenses, tut tiie ' 
Board of Direction hope for better tliinys. 
Their ambition is to have the Library occupy 
a wider Jield of usefulness, its doors opened lo , 
all persons, with no class restrictions, nomi-: 
nal or real, and upon terms su low that the. 
poorest among us can enjoy Its privileges. ! 
The best mode of attaining these objects has ; 
been difficult to decide upon—but after look- 
> 


ing into the systems adopted by many similar 
institutions, (a detailed comparison of which 
in this paper would take too much of your | 
time,) our decision has been to recommend . 
for adoption the plan pursued in Portland. In j 
the chaiter of the l'urtlan,d Institute and 
: 


1'ublic Library is a clause 'empowering the 
city to aid that Society to a certain extent, 
on condition that all persons shall iiMvi: the i 
free use of Books «tc., on the premises .Under | 
that provision, the authorities of Portland ! 
have provided spacious rooms for the Libra- 
ry and works of Art, and have so far, paid 
one thousand dollars annually tu the Society, 
for purchase of books <isc. For further income 
the Institute receives, fees from members 
und subscribers wishing to carry books away 
from, tbe rooms. 


In the hope that ojir Association wrttild 


adopt a similar plan, the Directors obtained 
the passive of a bill by the last Legislature, 
authorizing the city of-IJiuigor to grant aid tu 
the Bangor Mercantile Association upnn sim-1
